Meetings of the Police Commissioners have been held regularly 
each month at police headquarters. 

At the meeting of July 2nd it was voted to change the date of 
meetings from the first Tuesday of each month at seven o’clock 
p. M. to the last Saturday of each month at one o’clock P. M., of 
which due notice was given. 

The organization of the police force remains the same as last 
year, with the exception of the appointment of one special police 
officer for special and Sunday work. 

That the usual efficiency of the police force has been main- 
tained is manifested by the absence of complaints received during 
the past year. 

Bills amounting to $2,924.16 have been paid and these only by 
strict economy have been kept within the appropriation. 

The Board recommends an appropriation of $3,000 for this 
department for the ensuing year.

The fire alarm system is being thoroughly gone over. Fifteen 
new cross-arms have been put on and several bad places in the 
closed circuit wire renewed with covered wire. At the steamer 
house two new relays have been put in and all wiring renewed, 
both inside and out. Over two miles of new wire, fifty new cells 
of battery, and several new bells have been added to the open 
circuits ; all old loops cut down, and in many places locations 
changed from house-tops to poles in the street. A new circuit is 
being run from the steamer house to Box 61 on Winter street. 
This will divide up the so-called Front street circuit, which now 
has ten boxes, covering Front street and all the town north of 
Front street, so there will be five in each circuit. This will be 
much appreciated, for in case of trouble on the circuit, a smaller 
section of the town would be cut out from the signal system. 

Plans are being made to replace the gravity battery on the 
closed circuit with a new, up-to-date storage battery plant. ‘This 
will cost about $800, and is guaranteed for five years without 
renewal. At the end of this time it will cost about one dollar per 
cell, or sixty dollars to renew this for five years more. The de- 
partment will save about $200 per year in maintenance. For the 
expense of first installing the storage battery we should have an 
extra appropriation. 

The apparatus under my charge is in good working condition 
for prompt and efficient work. We are well supplied with hose at 
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_ the present time, having lately purchased five hundred feet of new 
hose for the Warren Hose Co. No. 2. 

I wish to return my sincere thanks to the Trustees of Phillips 
Exeter Academy for a check for $100, and to the Exeter Manu- 
facturing Company for a check for $25, to be used as a Firemen’s 
Benefit Fund (the same has been deposited in the Union Five 
Cents Savings Bank); to George B. Shaw, manager of the 
Peoples’ Telephone Company, for his present to the department 
of a receipted bill for a telephone at the steamer house for the 
past year; to Assistant Chiefs Adams and Willey; to the 
members of the fire department; and to all who have given their 
assistance.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT. 


To THE HONORABLE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF ROBINSON SEMINARY: 


The present school year shows the largest enrollment in the his- 
tory of the school. As was the case last year, nearly all pupils 
from out of town have entered the Fourth class rather than the 
Fifth, as was formerly the case. This is very gratifying, as our 
course of study is especially planned to give in the fourth year an 
adequate preparation for the work of the succeeding years. 

Several new pupils have entered the three lower classes. The 
first boasts the unusually large number of fifty-three pupils. This 
increase in numbers is a sufficient argument for some form of relief 
from the over-crowded condition that exists in the rooms occupied 
by the four lower classes, and I am of the opinion that the only 
possible method is to unite rooms No. 6 and No. 7 into one large 
room and supply the Domestic Science room with extra radiators, 
so that it may be sufficiently heated for daily use. 

The vote of the Board of Trustees on March second, to engage 
a teacher of History, will result in an almost incalculable benefit to 
the work of the last four years. 

A similar benefit would result from the appointment of a teacher 
to take a part of the work in the lower classes. This may be ap- 
preciated by thinking of the difficulty—almost the impossibility— 
of satisfactorily teaching a class of fifty pupils, ten or eleven years 
of age. 

As the cost of starting a business course was found last year to™ 
be greater than the funds of the Seminary would permit, doubtless 
it is not yet possible to establish such a course, though it seems 
advisable to do so whenever the income will allow. 

This year completes the change of the classes in cooking, from 
the Fifth and Sixth to the Third and Fourth classes. The excel- 
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lence of results and the great enthusiasm of the pupils in both 
classes fully justifies this change. It is now possible for a greater 
number of pupils to take the work than formerly, and at the age 
when such instruction is most needed. 

By the appointment of Miss Mary B. Stocking, of the Domestic 
Science department of Simmons College, to succeed Miss Anna 
Barrows, who resigned last year, the work in cooking has been 
carried on in the same satisfactory manner which marked the work 
while Miss Barrows had it in charge. 

The Seminary was fortunate in its selection of Miss Fannie 
Perley to succeed Miss Elizabeth N. Fernald, who resigned last 
June. Miss Perley has had the advantage of advanced study in 
modern languages in this country, in Germany, and in France. 
She is, moreover, an experienced teacher, and conducts her classes 
in French and German in the vernacular. 

Miss Margaret Amen and Miss Marie deRochemont performed 
their duties as substitute teachers in German and French in a most 
satisfactory manner, 

During the first half of the year illness to an unusual degree visit- 
ed the teaching force; yet, because of the helpful attitude of the 
whole faculty, the work has been carried on without friction and 
with little loss through the changes which were necessary.

The books in the library, excluding the Perry collection, num- 
ber at present 14,760. 

The total number of books given out during the past year was 
28,555, classified as follows: Fiction, 16,406; juvenile depart- 
ment, 5,931; historical, scientific and general. literary subjects, 
0,215. 

A comparison of these figures with those for the year ending 
in March, 1907, during which year 24,848 books were given out, 
shows a gain to the library in circulation of 3,707 books. 

At the commencement of the current year the total issue of 
cards numbered 4,975. Six hundred cards have been issued 
since, 361 to townspeople and 239 to students of the Academy. 

The committee desire to express their appreciation of the care 
and attention which the librarian and her assistants have given to 
their duties connected with the library. 

They desire also to express their appreciation of the long and 
faithful services of their retiring member, Mr. Brown. ‘They 
regret his decision to withdraw from election for another term.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Exeter, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet in the Town Hall, in said town, 
on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 


1st. ‘To choose by ballot and major vote a Town Clerk. 
2nd. ‘To choose by ballot and major vote three Selectmen. 


3rd. ‘To choose by ballot and major vote one Trustee of the 
Robinson Female Seminary, for the term of seven years. 


4th. To choose all other necessary town officers, Auditors or 
Committees for the ensuing year. 


5th. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
support of schools, for the maintenance of the poor, for repairing 
the highways, for repairing and building bridges, for repairing and 
building sidewalks, for building drains and sewers, for payment of 
the town debt, for the lighting of the streets, for defraying the 
expenses of decorating the graves of Union soldiers, for preventing 
the spread of the brown tailed moth within the town, and for the 
other charges arising within the town, and for the payment of the 
firemen for the ensuing year. 

6th. Upon petition of Rufus N. Elwell and twelve others: To 
see what sum of money the town will raise and appropriate for the 
purpose of purchasing the interest of the County of Rockingham 
in the Exeter Town Hall building. 

7th. Upon petition of A. J. Herrick and twenty-two others: 
To see if the town will appropriate a sum not exceeding three 
hundred dollars for equipping the Town Hall with electricity. 
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8th. . Upon petition of John M. Thistle and eighteen others: 
To see if the town will vote to complete the sidewalk on the east- 
erly side of Washington Street, from the point where present side- 
walk stops, to the Brentwood Road, and appropriate money for 
the same. 


gth. Upon petition of Ralph E. Meras and eighteen others: 
To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to have a grano- 
lithic sidewalk and granite curbings constructed from the hose 
house on the corner at the junction of Main and’Water Streets to 
the Merrill Block on said Water Street, and appropriate money for 
the same. 


roth. Upon petition of George L. Stokell, Jr., and eighteen 
others: To see if the town will give a permanent lease of the Old 
Town Hall above the first story, together with the entrances to 
same, to the Grand Army of the Republic and its kindred organi- 
zations, for patriotic purposes, for as long a time as they exist; 
their rights to the building to revert to the town in case of their 
disbandment. 


t1th. Upon petition of S. H. Dana and fourteen others: To 
see if the town will vote to restore to more worthy conditions the 
ancient cemetery on what is known as Gas Hill and appropriate 
one hundred dollars to defray the expenses thereof. 


12th. Upon petition of George H. Carter and fourteen others : 
To see if the town will vote to enlarge the house of the Granite 
Hose Company, No. 3, with an addition of ten feet in length, and 
appropriate money for the same. 


13th. Upon petition of Stepben H. Gale and fifteen others : 
To see if the town will vote to construct a tile drain and cover 
same, through what is known as the Seminary Pond, and appro- 
priate money for the same. 


14th. Upon petition of Edwin G. Eastman and sixteen others : 
To see if the town will vote to construct a new sewer from the 
Squamscott River up High Street to the junction of the new sewer 
nearly opposite the residence of the late John D. Lyman, and 
appropriate money therefor. 
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15th. Upon petition of William Hutchins and fifteen others: 
To see if the town will vote to extend Park Street sewer seven 
hundred feet, to the Cilley farm house, and appropriate money 
for the same. 


16th. Upon petition of Edwin S. Hersey and twenty others: 
To see if the town will vote to continue the new sewer from the 
Winter Street schoolhouse through upper Front Street to the corner 
of Front and Cottage Streets, and also to lay a sewer from Front 
Street through Washington Street to the corner of Washington and 
Spruce Streets, and to appropriate money therefor. 


17th. To see what action the town will take toward paying or 
adjusting its debt to the Robinson Female Seminary. 


18th. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to fund the town’s debt to the Robinson Female Seminary, by 
issuing bonds of the town in payment thereof; such bonds to be 
payable one thousand dollars per year until the principal of said 
_ debt is paid, and to bear interest at the rate of one per cent. per 
year until maturity. 


19th. ‘To see if the town will vote to purchase a modern stone 
crusher, and appropriate money therefor. 


2oth. To see if the town will vote to repair and enlarge the 
stable at the Steamer House, and appropriate money therefor.
